WISCONSIN TOBACCO MARKET 


Lively Baying Will Keep Packers Busy In 
Warehouses. 
Edgerton, Wis., Feb. 8—The buying 
of the tobacco crop baa proceeded far 
enough to ensure work in the ware­ 
houses at most of the packing points 
for the balance of the season. 
The 
employment of labor during the w in­ 
ter months a t the tohacoo towns ia an 
im portant factor in the prosperity of 
these places. 
When all the ware­ 
houses are engaged in handling leaf 
they are the busiest places in 
the 
state. 
They are not so many people 
working in tobacco a t Edgerton yet as 
a year ago, when 1,200 
hands were 
employed, hut moat of the local help 
finds employment in the 
dczan or 
more paoking houses th at are in oper­ 
ation. 
A good deal of tobacco has been sold 
during the past week, and 6 cents aud 
a trifle better has been paid for choice 
lots. 
Fifteen crops aggregating HO 
acres are reported a t an average of 
5 1-2 cents. 
Eastern Men Active. 
Eastern houses who handle Wiscon­ 
sin leaf are engaged now in buying 
the crop which will donotless induce 
o*he re to enter the m arket.

council in revoking the license were 
void. 
In going into the details of the case 
his Honor stated that his decision wa6 
based on the ground that Mr.

Lell&n bad not. b?en summoned to ap­ 
peal before the common council as 
provided by the statutes,—thestatntes 
requiring that a summons must first 
be Issued. 
Prom the evidence th at 
wa* introduced this morning, it ap 
paars that the summons served on Mr. 
McLellen was a long type-written 
copy signed by Mat or Thorougbgood 
and City Clerk A. E. Badger without 
any action whatever on the part of 
Connell.

The records on file in the office c 
the city clerk failed to show where 
any action on this particalar ease was 
ever taken by the common council o: 
the city of Janesville. 
At the regular 
meeting of the council on December 
27, 1897, Chief of Police Hogan pre­ 
sented a complains against Mr. MaLel- 
lac, charging him with keeping his 
saloon open on Sunday,and with keep­ 
ing a disorderly house.

He opposed the treaty, 
resuming his speech where he%left off 
a week ago, taking up the line of hie 
argument in connection with his asser­ 
tions concerning the area and popula­ 
tion of the islands.

T H E W ARDROBE. 


Pretty Things and a Suggestion of How 
to Make Them. 
Flowers play an important role in tho 
ornamentation of winter hats, especially 
those of felt which are intended for dress 
wear.

Pioneer Women Journalists. 
Of the 37 newspapers in the Ameri­ 
can colonies at the time of the Revo­ 
lution, says E. Cora Depny in The 
Household Realm, several were owned 
and managed by women. 
The first 
newspaper published in 
Rhode Island was owned and edited by 
Mrs. Anna Franklin and established in 
1732. She and her two daughters wrote 
the items and set the type, and their 
servants worked the 
printing press. 
For her quickness and correctness Mrs. 
Franklin was appointed printer to the 
oolouy, supplying pamphlets to the 
colonial officers. In 1772 Clementine 
Reid was publishing a paper in Virginia 
called the Virginia Gazette, favoring 
the colonial cause and greatly offending 
the royalists. Two years later Mrs. H. 
Boyle started a paper under the same 
name, advocating the cause of the 
crown. Both were published at W il­ 
liamsburg, and both were short lived. 
In 1773 Elizabeth Timothy started a 
paper in Charleston. After the Revolu­ 
tion Anna Timothy became its editor 
and was appointed state printer, which 
position she held for 17 years. 
About 
the same time Mary Crouch started a 
paper in Charleston in vigorous opposi­ 
tion to the stamp act. She afterward 
moved it to Salem, Mass., and contin­ 
ued its publication for many years.

THE KLONDIKE GOLD. 


The Question of Age and the Original 
Formation. 
An interesting point in connection 
with the question of age is that the 
ground remains perennially frozen, on 
ly the surface being thawed in sum 
mer to the depth of two or three feet 
says Nature. It would appear, there 
fore, that, like the placers of Siberia 
these deposits have remained undis­ 
turbed and unaltered ever since 
the 
glacial period, and perhaps some such 
evidence of this will in course of time 
be discovered, as was afforded by the 
remains of mamoths and other animals 
in the Siberian frozen 
mud. 
It 
is 
worthy of note that the comparative 
lowness of standard of the gold is, un­ 
der the existing conditions, in favor of 
the view that the placer gold is derived 
from the erosion of auriferous quartz 
lodes formerly existing at a higher lev' 
el, and has not been formed in situ 
by being deposited from solution. For, 
according to those who support 
the 
former view, placer gold becomes of 
higher standard than reef gold after 
it has found its way into the drifts, 
the base metals being gradually re­ 
moved by the solvent action of running 
water, in which gold is not readily 
soluble. Since, however, the Klondike 
gold has been frozen up during a large 
part of the time since it was deposited 
in the gravel, it is obvious that it can­ 
not have altered 
in 
composition so 
much has the gold in river sands far­ 
ther south, and might be expected to 
resemble the gold in the parent lodes, 
which is not usually more than 800 
fine. The low standard of the gold is 
not so readily accounted for by the 
accretion theory of formation of placer 
gold
